G.S.R. 762.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (i) ol section 25 
of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), read with sub-section (1) of section 77 of the 
Finance Act, 1965 (10 of 1965), the Central Government, being satisfied that it is 
necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts Cinematograph films, 
exposed, falling under Item No. 29(1) of the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 
1934 (32 of 1934), from so much of the regulatory duty of customs leviable thereon 
as Is in excess of 10 per cent, of the value of the Cinematograph films, exposed, 
calculated at the rate of Rs. 1.20 per metre. 
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
